I have known the Old Timer for more than 
forty years. He spent the last years of his life 
in charge of the Frontier Museum. I never 
could figure out his real age. When we gave 
him a birthday party there was just one big 
candle on the cake. 

"So I passed the century mark," he grinned. 

I will tell you the story he related to me a 
number of years ago. It is of the West, in the 
days when it was young and the domain of the 
trapper and the Indian. 

"We had encamped in a good neighborhood 
for game. The .reports of rifles in various 
directions speedily gave notice. One of our 
hunters soon returned with the meat of a 
doe tied up in the skin and slung across his 
shoulders. Another brought a fat buck across 
his horse: Two other deer were brought in 
and a number of turkeys. All the game was 
thrown down in front of the captain's fire 
to be portioned out among the various messes. 
The spits and camp kettles were soon in full 
employ, and throughout the evening there was 
a scene of hunter's feasting and profusion. 

We had been disappointed this day in our 
hopes of meeting with buffalo, but the sight 
of the wild horse had been a great novelty, 
and gave a turn to the conversation of the 
camp for the evening. There were several anec- 
dotes told* of a famous gray horse, which had 
ranged the prairies of this neighborhood for 
six or seven years. Setting at naught every at- 
tempt of the hunters to capture him. 

They say he can pace and rack faster than 
the fleetest horse can run. Equally marvelous 
accounts were given of a black horse on the 
Brazos who grazed the prairies on that river's 
bank in Texas. For years he outstripped all 
pursuit. His fame spread far and wide. Offers 
were made to the amount of a thousand doll- 
ars. The boldest and most hard riding hunters 
tried' incessantly to make prize of him but in 
vain. 

The capture of a wild horse is one of the most 
favorite achievements of the prairie tribes and, 
indeed, it is from this source that the Indian 
hunters chiefly supply themselves. The wild 
horses which range those vast grassy plains, 
extending from the Arkansas to the Spanish 
settlements, are of various forms and colors. 
Some resemble the common English stock and 
are probably descended from horses which have 
tscaped from our border settlements. Others 
■re of a low but strong make, and are sup- 
posed to be of the And'alusion breed brought 



out by the Spanish discoverers. 

Some fanciful speculatists have seen in them 
descendants of the Arab stock brought into 
Spain from Africa and thence transferred to 
this country. They have pleased themselves 
with the idea that their sires may have been of 
the pure coursers of 1 the desert that once 
carried warlike soldiers across the sandy plains 
of Araby. 

The habits of the Arab seem to have come 
with the steed. The introduction of the horse 
jon the boundless prairies of the Far West 
changed the whole mode of living of their in- 
habitants. It gave them that facility of rapid 
motion, and of sudden and distant change of 
place, so dear to the roving nature of man. In- 
stead of lurking in the depths of gloomy for- 
ests and patiently threading the mazes of a tang-' 
led wilderness on foot, like his brethren of the 
North, the Indian of the West is a rover of 
the plain: He leads a brighter and more sun- 
shiny life. Almost always on horseback on 
vast flowery prairies and' under cloudless skies. 

I was lying by the captain's fire, late in 
the evening, listening to the stories about 
horses and weaving speculations of my own. 
There was a sudden clamor of voices and a 
loud cheering at the other end of the camp. 
Word was passed that Beatte, had brought in 
a wild horse. 

In an instant every fire was deserted. The 
whole camp crowded to see the Indian and 
his prize. It was a colt about two years old, 
well grown, finely limbed, with bright prom- 
inent eyes and a spirited yet gentle demeanor. 
He gazed about with an air of mingled stupe- 
faction an'd surprise while the Indian stood 
before him with folded arms. He had hold 
of the cord — which noosed his captive, and 
gazed on him with a most imperturbable as- 
pect. 

In the eagerness of their excitement, several 
of the young rangers sought to get the horse 
by purchase or barter- and even offered ex- 
travagant terms. But Beatte declined all their 
offers. 

"You give great price now," said he. "To- 
morrow you be sorry." 

The young men asked the Indian many ques- 
tions about the way in which he had captured 
the horse, but his answers were brief. He prob- 
bly regarded them with a bit of contempt as 
"greenhorns." Later we were seated around 
my fire. Beatte relaxed' and I think he even 
smiled a bit. He was definitely proud of the 



horse. I asked him to tell me how he acquired 
the horse for I knew it must have taken a lot 
of effort and patience to capture a wild horse. 

He informed me that, on leaving camp, he 
had returned to the place where we had lost 
sight of the wild horses. Soon getting upon 
its track, he followed it to the banks of the 
river. Here, the prints being more distinct in 
the sand, he noticed that one of the hoofs was 
broken and defective. So he gave up the pur- 
suit. 

As he was returning to the camp, he came 
upon a gang of six horses, which immediately 
made for the river. He pursued them across 
the stream and left his rifle on the river bank, 
{hitting his horse to full speed, he soon came 
up with the wild horses.. He attempted to noose 
one of them, but the lariat hitched on one of 
their ears, and was shaken off. The horses 
dashed up a hiil. He followed hard at their 
heels. Then suddenly he saw their tails whisk- 
ing in the air and they plunged down a pre- 
cipice. It was too late to stop! He shut his eyes, 
held in his breath, and went over with them. 
The descent was between twenty and thirty feet, 
but they all came down safe upon a sandy 
bottom. 

He now succeeded in throwing his noose 
around a fine young horse. As he galloped 
alongside of him, the two horses passed each 
side of a sapling and the end of the lariat was 
jerked' out .of his hand. He regained it but 
the intervening tree obliged him to again let 
it go. Having once more caught it, and coming 
to a more open country, he was enabled to 
play the young horse with the line until he 
gradually checked and subdued him. so as to 
lead him to the place where he had left his 
rifle. 

Beatte had another difficulty in getting the 
horse across the river, where both horses stuck 
for a time in the mire. He was nearly unseated 
from his saddle by the force of the current 
and the struggle's of his captive. After much 
toil and trouble, however, he got across the 
stream and brought his prize safe into camp. 

For the remainder of the evening the camp 
remained in a high state of excitement. No- 
thing was talked of but the capture of this 
wild horse. Every young ranger wanted to go 



out and try to get himself a horse. The excite- 
ment kept the camp awake later than usual. 
The hum of voices, interrupted by occasional 
sounds of laughter, was heard from the groups 
around the various fires. And night was con- 
siderably advanced before all had sunk to sleep. 

In the morning, Beatte led his horse by a 
long halter. The horse appeared to be gentle 
by nature and had a beautiful mild expression 
of the eye. In his strange and forlorn situation, 
the poor animal seemed to seek protection and 
companionship in the very horse which had 
aided to capture him! 

We watched Beatte as he mounted the horse. 
Needless to say, the native pride and inde- 
pendence of the animal took fire at this in- 
dignity. He reared and plunged, and tried in 
every way to get rid of his burden, but Beatte 
just remained in position. Then rhe horse ap- 
peared to sigh. Perhaps man was a friend at 
that. Beatte dismounted and gently patted the 
horse on his forehead. Then he took him 
around. Next he handed his horse an ear of 
corn which the animal gladly took. 

The next morning, Beatte again rode his 
horse, and he was starting to train him. 

"He will be a good buffalo horse," said the 
Indian with pride in his voice. "We know each 
other and this is enough." 

By the end of the third day, the horse fol- 
lowed voluntarily with the other horses in the 
camp. Again the young men offered even 
larger sums of money to Beatte. I thought he 
might be tempted but he refused all offers. 

"One does not sell his friend," was the way 
he put it. And the two were to be inseparable 
companions. 

But the horse needed a name. We heard 
Beatte call his horse something which sounded 
like: Na-chita-Bah. What did it mean? We 
asked and received the answer: Good Friend. 
How true, for the horse was the good friend 
of the trapper and later of the cowboy. The 
bands of wild horses no longer roam the 
plains. And the plains are no longer bound- 
less. But as long as there is a kind rider, a path 
as a trail, then horse and man will be together 
as it was in the days of the early West."
